T is well nigh thirty years ago that I first knew Guy Laking, then a 
boy of about fifteen summers. The manner of that meeting is 
related in my introduction to his great work on armour, to the publica- 
tion of which all students of ancient arms look forward with interest. His 
youthful enthusiasm in the study of armour at once drew me towards 
him, and many a visit I paid to the house with the red door in Pall Mall, 
just opposite to St. James’s Palace, where his father and mother, both very 
proud of him, received me with genial hospitality. And for the many 
years that I knew him that bright enthusiasm and eager thirst for know- 
ledge which had first attracted me never left him. 

As time wore on I learned to love him more and more for the very fine 
qualities of heart that I found in him, and I do not think I have ever had 
a more true, constant and generous-minded friend than he proved to be. 
In those early days we were wont to have long disquisitions on the ways 
of studying armour. ‘There was the documentary way, of which we have 
had brilliant exponents in England, as John Hewitt in the middle of the 
last century and Lord Dillon in our own day. But it was the practical 
and technical side which most appealed to us: an inquiry into the why and 
wherefore of each piece, an observation of the ingenuity of the designer, 
the skill of the craftsman who made it, or the merit of the artist who 
decorated it. I had learned this side of the study from a perusal of the 
works of Viollet le Duc and from friendly converse with William Burges, 
whose armour is now in the British Museum, and he and I expounded it 
in our little book on “ Helmets and Mail,’ which Guy used to eall his 
Bible. For he did me the honour always to declare that I had been his 
master in this study, and I in my turn, proud of my pupil, confidently 
looked to him to carry on the tradition, a hope, alas! that is now gone. 
As a result of this particular line of study, together with the great 
opportunities for examining so much armour which came in his way later, 
his instinct for what was true or false, fine or poor in quality, grew to be 
marvellously acute, and he came to be the unerring expert whose judgment 
was eagerly sought by all collectors and proved of such value to the great 
firm with which he was for so long associated. This keen judgment will, 
I feel sure, be proved by an examination of the small collection which he 
formed, now unfortunately to come under the hammer. 

But Guy’s activity had many other sides. King Edward VII., who 
greatly appreciated his qualities, wisely appointed him Keeper of the 
King’s Armour, and thus the rich collection at Windsor Castle came to be 
thoroughly examined, rearranged and, by the King’s order, a complete 
catalogue of it published, with a detailed description of every piece, and 
excellent plates of all the finer examples. This work, a model of what

such catalogues should be, was one of which’ Guy Laking might well be 
proud. Appointed Inspector of the Armouries in the Wallace Collection 

another very important work was undertaken by him, the rearrangement 
of the whole of those armouries and the publication of a critical catalogue, 
a work of much research, with notes on the provenance of each piece 
whenever known. After a visit to Malta, he also wrote a book on the 
Armoury of the Knights of St. John. Besides these works on arms he. 
wrote on “ The Furniture of Windsor Castle ” and “ The Sévres Porcelain 
of Buckingham Palace.” Indeed there was hardly any branch of ancient 
art on which his expert opinion was not sought for and esteemed. Later 
the London Museum was originated, and he was chosen to be its Keeper 
and ‘Secretary, and this museum will always be identified with his 
memory, for it was in a great measure due to his untiring energy and 
perseverance that it grew to be the important collection which it now is. 
Then came the War, and with it a very strenuous time for Guy. The 
Wallace Collection had to be placed in safety, that of the London Museum 
to be stowed away, for the Government needed the building for offices. 

His health, too, became far from good, and if at the end of the War,. by 
most arduous labour he was able to re-open the London Museum in a 
marvellously short time, it is to be feared that this great task overtaxed 
his already failing strength and led to the final catastrophy. Notwith- 
standing the vast amount of work which the various posts he occupied 

entailed, he found time to prepare the very large and important book on 

armour and arms of which mention has already been made, which will 

crown the achievements of his brilliant but all too short career as a 

student of arms. Numerous well-deserved honours had fallen to him, 

but to those who knew him intimately it was the especial charm of his 

genial and generous personality that exerted an irresistible fascination, 

and he ever remained the dear Guy whom I had grown to love when we 

first communed together on ancient armour and arms.

Originally in England the Mayor's right of having a 
sword and sword-bearer was very grudgingly conferred, and 
during the 14th Century only seven Mayors recewed tt. 
The exact date on which the Mayors of London, Coventry 
and Bristol acquired the privilege is obscure, but we know 
that in 13888 the Mayor of Coventry, who had lost the 
privilege, regained it when Richard II. visited the town. 
Tt is not known whether the sword taken away by the Kang 
was ever returned; the present sword of state at Coventry 
dates only from the first half of the 15th Century 

In an inventory of the insignia of office at Coventry 
made in 1704 there is mention of three swords, but the caty 
now possesses only one. It is probable that the halt 
belonged to one of the other two swords, but 1 could not 
have belonged to the sword that was taken away in the 
14th Century
